After review of the views and analysis in the START Interagency
Group decision document of September 11, 1987, the following
decisions have been made: (S}

Issue 1: Whether to require additional dismantlement praocedures
prior to removing SLBMs from accountabili Y. (S}

Decision: Require additional dismantlement steps and replace

. Article 1V, Paragraph 3 of the Protocol with the folloming: (S)

3. After the notification period required by Article VIII,
paragraph 4 of the Treaty, a Party shall initiate destruc-
tion of SLBM launchers by removing the missile launch tube
hatches and their associated superstructure fairings. (S)

a. During the period of reductions required by the
.Treaty, an SSBN whose SLBM launchers are in the process of
being dismantled or destroyed shall be considered tc contain
deployed missiles until the entire missile tube section of
the submarine has been removed. After these actions have
been carried out, the missiles removed from that SSBN will
no longer be accountable as Qeployed missiles under the
terms of the Treaty. (8}

b. After the reductions regquired by the Treaty have
been accomplished an SSBN whose SLBM launchers are in the
process of being dismantled or destroyed shall be considered
to contain deployed missiles until the missile launch tube
hatches and their associated superstructure fairings are
removed. After these actions have been carried out, the
missiles removed from that SSBN will no longer be
accountable as deployed missiles under the terms of the

Treaty.” (S)
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Issue 2: Whether to allow cenverting ballistic missile
rines to attack and cruise missile carrying s rines. (S}

Decision: Omit the right to such conversion in the Protocol when
it Is Initially tabled. Delete paragraphs 4B, 6, 7, and 8 of
Article IV. Defer any decision on how to respond to a Soviet
conversion proposal (or whether to table the omitted paragraphs
in the absence of such a proposal) pending analysis of Soviet
reaction to our Protocol and completion of analysis by the Joint
Ch?efs of Staff on the number of submarine conversions required.
(s

Issuve 3: Whether to allow conversion of heavy bombers to
non-ALCM heavy bombers and tC non-nuclear 53£§er. 15}
Decision: Allow both conversion of heavy bombers to non-ALCM
eavy ers and conversion of non-ALCM heavy bombers to non-
nuclear bombers. Include Article V, Paragraph 8, but modify

Article V, Subparagraph 8 (a) (ii) to read: *(Additional pro-
cedures to be agreed)." (5)

To implement these decisions: (S)

== The Arms Control and Disarmament Agency is requested to
prepare a revised draft Protocol on Conversion, Dismantle-
ment or Destruction, reflecting the above decisions,
for transmission to the delegation. (S)

- The START Backstopping Committee is requested to
prepare appropriate instructions for tabling the

Protocol. (S)

== The START Interagency Group is requested to include :in
the START work program a review of alternate methods of
distinguishing ALCM heavy bombers from non-ALCK heavy
bombers and to forward appropriate recommendations. ($S)

== The Joint Chiefs of Staff are requested to provide a
military analysis of the number of converted dballistic
missile submarines required. This analysis should
assume a START Treaty comes into force no later than
December 31, 1989. It should be forwarded via the
Secretary of Defense, who should comment on the fiscal
implications of the proposed conversions, specifically
the likelihood that the required funds will be avail-
able. The analysis and fiscal assessment should reach
the National Security Council not later than October
31, 1987. (S)
